The American Library Association has re- 
ceived grants of $158,000 from the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York, and $7,730 from 
the Laura Spelman Rockefeller Memorial. 

The grant from the Carnegie Corporation 
for the year beginning October 1, 1925, is 
given for several special projects. Some of 
these purposes and the sums appropriated for 
them are: (1) the work of the Board of Edu- 
cation for Librarianship, $30,500; (2) the 
study of adult education by the Commission 
on the Library and Adult Education, $24,500; 
(3) the preparation of reading courses to help 
the library in its service to the serious reader, 
$9,000; (4) the preparation of library text- 
books, $10,000; (5) the Library Survey, $20,-

000; (6) a library school curriculum study 
under the direction of W. W. Charters of the 
University of Chicago, $19,000; (7) a pre- 
liminary study of library extension, $6,000; 
(8) a library institute to be conducted next 
summer at some university, $6,000. 


The money from the Laura Spelman 
Rockefeller Memorial is appropriated for the 
3-year period, 1926, ’27 and ’28, to carry on 
the Association’s work of supplying Ameri- 
can periodicals to research libraries in foreign 
countries—the war and subsequent depreciation 
of foreign currency having cut off many for- 
eign libraries from purchasing American pub- 
lications, and from thus keeping in touch with 
American thought and scientific progress for 
the past decade. 


Besides accepting the two grants, the 
A. L. A. Executive Board at its meeting in 
Chicago, October 19: 
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(1) Elected five trustees and nominated a 
librarian for the American Library in Paris. 

(2) Instructed a special Executive Board 
Committee, consisting of Charles F. D. Bel- 
den, Milton J. Ferguson and Charles H. 
Compton, to solicit funds for the 50th Anni- 
yersary Celebration to cover the exhibition 
at Philadelphia, posters for use in libraries, a 
library film, and conference expenses. 

(3) Authorized the rental of additional 
space in the John Crerar Library Building 
for the A. L. A. Headquarters staff. 


At an Executive Board meeting of the 
Special Libraries Association held on October 
28, the following resolution was passed: 

Whereas, in 1926 occurs the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the American Library Association, 
the parent library association of the world; 
and 

Whereas, The American Library Associa- 
tion will return to Philadelphia, the place of 
its birth, for its golden anniversary meeting, 
be it 

Resolved: That the Special Libraries Asso- 
ciation, an affiliated organization, gladly em- 
brace the opportunity to meet for its annual 
conference with the American Library Asso- 
ciation at Philadelphia and Atlantic City in 
October, 1926. And be it 

Further Resolved: That the Special Libra- 
ries Association cordially extend an offer to 
co-operate in every way to make this golden 
anniversary a success, looking toward promo- 
tion and welfare of library interests. 


Arthur E. Bostwick has been elected an 
honorary member of the Board of Directors of 
the Chinese Education Association, and 
Charles F. D. Belden an honorary member 
of the Association. The latter honor has like- 
wise been conferred upon Melvil Dewey, Her- 
bert Putnam, E. C. Richardson, C. W. An- 
drews, J. I. Wyer, E. H. Anderson, John 
Cotton Dana, W. W. Bishop, and Carl H. 
Milam. 

As a preliminary to the formation of the 
Library Association of China, provincial asso- 


Ciations were recently formed in all provinces 


of China and even some local associations, as 
in Shanghai and Peking. These sent dele- 
gates to Peking on June 3, 1925, for the ini- 
tial meeting of the national association. Dr. 
W. W. Yen, former premier and minister to 
Germany, and present head of the Finance 
Commission, presided. Dr. Liang Chi-Chao, 
one of China’s foremost scholars, former 
finance minister and founder of the Sung Po 
Memorial Library in Peking, is chairman of 
the Board of Directors. 


Adult education, county library service 
and publicity were among the chief topics 
at the A. L. A. regional conference held at 
Sioux City, October 13-16. Librarians of 
lowa, Missouri, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Minnesota took part in the 
meeting. 


Julia Wright Merrill has become a member 
of the A. L. A. Headquarters staff as execu- 
tive assistant to the Committee on Library Ex- 
tension. Miss Merrill has been chief of the 
Organization Division, Ohio State Library. 

The task set for Miss Merrill and the 
Library Extension Committee is two-fold. 
It is to assemble facts about the present status 
of library development—information cover- 
ing the number, location and size of libraries 
and the location of communities in which 
libraries do not exist. It is also to study and 
make recommendations concerning various 
methods which have been or may be sug- 
gested for promoting a more rapid develop- 
ment of libraries where none now exist. 


NEW A. L. A. PUBLICATIONS 

“Reading with a Purpose.” Eight courses 
have been published: Biology by Vernon Kel- 
logg, English literature by W. N. C. Carlton, 
Ten pivotal figures of history by Ambrose W. 
Vernon, Some great American books by Dal- 
las Lore Sharp, Ears to hear: a guide for 
music lovers by Daniel Gregory Mason, So- 
ciology and social problems by Howard W. 
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Odum, Conflicts in American public opinion 
by William Allen White and Walter E. Myer, 
Frontiers of knowledge by Jesse Lee Bennett. 
Our children is now in press. Five more 
The Editorial 
Committee now has under consideration fur- 
ther subjects with which to complete the 1926 
program.

Winnetka graded book list, The A. L. A. 
will publish, under this title, the result of the 
scientific investigation of children’s reading 
conducted by Carleton Washburne and Mabel 
Vogel of the Winnetka Public Schools. The 
manuscript is already in type and it is 
hoped that the book will be out in December. 
The price will be between $1.50 and $2. 

Children’s lists. A. L. A. children’s lists 
published this year have been more than ordi- 
narily. successful from the point of view of 
distribution. Necessary reprintings have 
brought A girl’s book list and A boy’s book 
list up to the number of 100,000 copies each; 
Recent children’s books, 65,000, and Gifts for 
children’s book shelves, 112,000. 


“Read with a purpose” poster. Considerable 
interest has been manifested in the poster car- 
rying the enlarged Falls drawing. It serves a 
variety of needs and can be used outside 


as well as in the library. 


Buying list of books for small libraries. 
This well-known list, originally compiled by 
Zaidee Brown and: revised by Caroline Web- 
ster, has been enlarged and brought up to 
date by Mildred Pope, published by the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York and re- 
printed by the A.L.A. Its 1650 titles con- 
stitute a valuable book selection aid to the 
small library. 

Recently a two-column article about the 
“Reading with a Purpose” series appeared in 
the sport section of a Pacific Coast daily. 

Bookdealers have been quick to see the pos- 
sibilities for book distribution in the series 


“Reading with a Purpose.” Several of them 
have subscription orders ranging up to 25 
copies of each course. In a display advertise- 
ment devoted entirely to this series one book 
store referred to the courses as “Keys to the 


Vastest Treasurehouse.” 


Here are a few typical comments on the 
reading courses in the series “Reading with a 
Purpose.” “Conflicts in American public 
opinion appeals to me as an unusually good 
pulling piece of work.” ...

Informal talks at library association meet- 
ings and conferences with library staffs have 
been a part of Isabella M. Cooper’s work as 
editor of the A. L.A. Catalog—1926. Miss 
Cooper addressed the California County Li- 
brary Association meeting at Eureka, and the 
students of the University of Wisconsin Li- 
brary School; prepared addresses for the re- 
gional conference of the A. L. A. at Sioux 
City, the New York State Library Association 
at Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, and the 
twenty-ninth annual meeting of the Illinois 
Library Association at Rockford; and con- 
ferred with the Denver and Los Angeles Pub- 
lic Library staffs. 

Three hundred tentative lists have been sent 
out to specialists of all types, a large number 
of whom are librarians. Through the co- 
operation of Mr. Waldo G. Leland, the help of 
the chairmen of the various sections of the 
American Council of Learned Societies has 
been enlisted. Practically all specialists con- 
sulted have expressed genuine interest in the 
A. L. A. Catalog and a willingness to be of 
any possible assistance in the selection of 
books. 

Two new members have been added to 
the Catalog Staff: Ruth Montgomery as 
cataloger, formerly of the New York State 
Library; and Jean M. Sexton as annotator, 
temporarily released from her position of edi- 
tor of publications, Cleveland Public Library. 

In January the Catalog Staff will go to 
Washington for several weeks’ work at the 
Library of Congress. 


ADULT EDUCATION 

The Commission on the Library and Adult 
Education and Carl H. Milam, H. S. Hirsh- 
berg, librarian of the Ohio State Library, 
C. B. Lester, secretary of the Wisconsin Free 
Library Commission, Frederick P. Keppel, 
president of the Carnegie Corporation, M. A. 
Cartwright, assistant to the president, and the 


following investigators for the Carnegie Cor- 
poration in the general field of adult educa- 
tion: A. L. Hall-Quest, Everett Dean Martin, 
J. S. Noffsinger, O. D. Evans and Nathaniel 
Peffer, met in Cleveland Sept. 26, 27 and 28. 

Papers presented and discussed included 
“Industrial workers,” by M. S. Dudgeon, libra- 
rian of the Milwaukee Public Library, “Li- 
brary service to university extension classes” 
by William W. Bishop, librarian of the 
University of Michigan Library, Ann Arbor, 
and “State organization of library resources 
for adult education” by H. S. Hirshberg. 

Informal reports were presented by the in- 
vestigators for the Carnegie Corporation for 
the purpose of co-ordinating the studies in 
adult education. 

On October 16 and 17, 40 men and women 
representing adult educational activities in 
university, institute, labor, industrial, na- 
tional, state and other groups, assembled 
under the auspices of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion, at the Cleveland Public Library. First 
steps were taken to form an organization to be 
called the American Association for Adult Ed- 
ucation, to be nation-wide and possibly inter- 
national in scope. Carl H. Milam was made 
a member of the group’s executive committee 
for the coming year. 

Adult Education and the Library No. 5, 
which deals with some library ventures in 
adult education, has been issued. 

The Commission has kept in touch with 
the home education activities of the U. S. 
Bureau of Education. The executive as- 
sistant attended a meeting of the Commit- 
tee of Seven in Washington early in Sep- 
temper. This committee consists of two 
members, each, of the National Congress 
of Mothers and Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tions, the National University Extension 
Association and the A.L. A. and one repre- 
sentative of the U. S. Bureau of Education. 


Its object is to study the whole subject of 


| 
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reading courses in home education. The 
Washington meeting was given over to a 
discussion of ways and means by which 
the present Bureau of Education reading 
courses and new courses published by the 
Bureau might be made better and brought 
into more general use. 


A special study of readable books likely 
to be found useful in the library’s adult 
education work has been inaugurated by a 
sub-committee under the chairmanship of 
Louis J. Bailey of Flint, Michigan. 

Eight of the courses in the “Reading 
with a Purpose” series have now been pub- 
lished (see page A4). Between now and 
the first of the year Our children, by M. V. 
O’Shea (which is being made possible by 
the co-operation of the Children’s Founda- 
tion), is to be issued. Wilfred T. Grenfell 
has agreed to prepare a course on Religion 
in everyday life and Rufus M. Jones has 
agreed to prepare one on The life of Christ. 

More than 8,000 copies of the first course 
printed (Vernon Kellogg’s Biology) have 
been sold. The appearance of each new 
number increases interest in the whole 
series. Libraries are not only circulating 
the courses but offering them for sale at 
cost. A very lively interest has been shown 
in some cities. One library, without adver- 
tising but by simply making the courses 
available, sold 500 copies in the first month. 
As the whole series is experimental, the 
A. L. A. welcomes frank criticism on the 


part of librarians and readers. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR 
LIBRARIANSHIP 


The acceptance of the Board’s first an- 
nual report by the A. L. A. Council at the 
Seattle conference opens the way for the 
accrediting of the library schools on the 
basis of the minimum standards adopted. 


The work will proceed during the current 


year and a list of accredited schools will be 
printed in the next report. 

On October 22-23, the Board met in 
executive session in Chicago to organize 
and plan the work of the year. Adam 
Strohm was re-elected chairman for the 
year. Louis Round Wilson, librarian of 
the University of North Carolina Library, 
and Herbert S. Hirshberg, librarian of the 
Ohio State Library, are the new members, 
Mr. Wilson succeeds Mr. Keogh, who 
found it necessary to resign because of 
pressure of other duties. Mr. Hirshberg 
succeeds Mr. Malcolm G. Wyer, whose 
term has expired. 

During the summer several institutions 
offering summer courses in library science 
were visited. Minimum standards for such 
courses are being prepared for recommen- 
dation to the Council at the midwinter 
meetings. 

The urgency of the need for school libra- 
rians has led the Board to begin this year 
a study of courses in school library work. 
Several teachers colleges and normal 
schools offering such work will be visited 
during the year and an attempt will be 
made to determine through various chan- 
nels the situation in different sections of 
the country and to decide upon some means 
of meeting the need more adequately. 

The curriculum study under the guidance 
of Dr. Charters is in progress. 

The study of apprentice and training 
classes is proceeding. Several of these 
classes are being visited during November 
and December by members of the Board 
and secretariat. An open meeting will be 
held in Chicago on December 30 in con- 
nection with the midwinter meetings, at 
which provisional minimum standards for 
training classes will be discussed.

CURRICULUM STUDY 

For the American Library Association W. 
W. Charters, of the University of Chicago, is 
directing a functional study of library work 
with the object of constructing a curriculum 
for library schools. Before his appointment 
as professor of education in the University of 
Chicago, Professor Charters was dean of the 
Graduate School and professor of education 
at the University of Pittsburgh. He is recog- 


nized as an authority on methods of teaching, 
curriculum construction and other educational 
subjects and is well known for his studies of 
secretarial duties and of curricula for schools 
of pharmacy. 

The study, as outlined, will develop through 
job analysis a complete range of the activities 
and traits involved in all phases of library 
work. Methods of performing the duties and 
developing the traits will be collected as com- 
pletely as possible through the literature on 
the subject, interviews with expert librarians 
and observation of practice in libraries of 
various types. At appropriate points experts 
will be called in to assist the staff in examin- 
ing and evaluating methods in use and in se- 
lecting material for inclusion in the curriculum. 
When this material has been chosen, it will 
be arranged in instructional order, and text- 
books will be written and tried out in tenta- 
tive form with a view to later release for the 
use of library school staffs. 

Job analysis of cataloging and circulation 
work are now in progress. The Board of 
Education for Librarianship has named an 
Advisory Committee consisting of nine mem- 
bers who represent the library schools and 
outstanding movements in the library world. 
This committee will act in an advisory capac- 
ity on matters of policy and in reviewing the 
work of the staff for the library profession. 

Dr. Charters has associated with him in 
this study Harold F. Brigham, formerly libra- 
rian of the New Brunswick, New Jersey, 
Public Library, and Anita M. Hostetter from 
the Technical High School Library, Omaha, 
Nebraska. Dr. Charters will also make use 
of the advice and assistance of other experts 
in the various phases of the study as need 
arises. 


THE SURVEY 
Present plans call for the publication in 


advance of the 1926 conference of either all or 


a very large part of the sections relating to 
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public and college library administration and 
service. Other sections will necessarily be 
deferred, for publication as soon after the 
semi-centennial as possible. 


The office force now engaged on the digest- 
ing and summarizing of the vast amount of 
information that has been received, consists 
ef the following people: C. Seymour Thomp- 
son, director, formerly librarian of the Sa- 
vannah Public Library; Flora Brown, assist- 
ant director, formerly secretary to the libra- 
rian at the Public Library of the District of 
Columbia; Blanche Robertson, formerly as- 
sistant in the Seattle Public Library; Esther 
M. Fredrickson, until recently head of the 
Loan Department of the St. Joseph (Mo.) 
Public Library; Margaret L. Pilcher, chief 
assistant in the Reference Department of the 
St. Louis Public Library, who has been grant- 
ed three months’ leave of absence for work 
on the Survey. In addition to these, Lucius 
H. Cannon, librarian of the Municipal Refer- 
ence branch of the St. Louis Public Library, 
has been secured to work up the subject of 
library legislation. 


PARIS LIBRARY SCHOOL 


Sarah C. N. Bogle, director of the Paris 
Library School, left the last of October for 
France to spend a month at the School, re- 
turning early in December. The winter term 
opened on October 5. 


The Paris Library School has received offi- 
cial recognition from six sources: the Asso- 
ciation des _ Bibliothécaires Frangais, the 
Comité Frangais de la Bibliothéque Moderne 
and the American Library in Paris, with 
which the School works in close collaboration. 

The Ecole des Chartes has stated its inten- 
tion to co-operate by offering special courses 
to American library students registering in the 
Paris Library School. M. Roland Marcel, as 
administrateur Général of the Bibliothéque 


Nationale, has requested that all French stu- 


dents at the School be assigned practice work 
in the Bibliothéque Nationale. 

Of wide significance is the sanction of Pope 
Pius XI to the request of Cardinal Dubois, 
Archbishop of Paris, to the Paris Library 
School, that it admit as auditors librarians 
of Catholic colleges and institutions. 

The approval of the Office Nationale des 
Universités et Ecoles frangaises a l’étranger is 
shown through the many courtesies extended 
to the school by its director, M. Petit Dutail- 
lis, and the participation in all school activi- 
ties by the associate director, M. Firmin Roz. 


AMERICAN LIBRARY IN PARIS 


Burton E. Stevenson, librarian, Chillicothe, 
Ohio, author, anthologist, European director 
of library war service of the American 
Library Association, 1918-20, is to be librarian 
of the American Library in Paris, succeeding 
W. Dawson Johnston. Mr. Stevenson was 
nominated by the Executive Board of the 
American Library Association and elected by 
the Board of Trustees of the American 
Library in Paris. He will sail for France 
some time in January. 

The five members of the Board of Trustees 
of the American Library in Paris elected by 
the A. L.A. Executive Board for 1925-1926 
are: Anne Morgan; R. P. Skinner, American 
Consul-general; A. Kingsley Macomber; the 
Rev. F. W. Beekman, Dean of the American 
Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity; and 
George Blumenthal. “The most significant

which concerned itself with almost every- 
thing the library does outside of the children’s 
department was seen at a recent library meet- 
ing; and within the last few weeks a maga- 
zine article about library work with the for- 
eign born has been published under the mis- 
leading title, “Contribution of the public li- 
brary to adult education.” 

While it is true that no one has yet defined 
adult education satisfactorily it would seem to 
be obvious that so far as libraries are con- 
cerned there ought to be some general under- 
standing as to what we are talking about 
when we use the term. In Adult Education 
and the Library, Bulletin no. 3, three activities 
were outlined which clearly come within the 
field of adult education. They are: 

1. The readers’ advisory service, to provide 
personal guidance in reading and prepare read- 
ing courses for individual readers or students 
not enrolled in classes or for correspondence 
study. 
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2. Co-operation with other adult education 
enterprises to the end that books needed may 
be made easily available to students and 
teachers, and with a view to establishing life- 
long connections between the student and the 
library. 

3. An information service which will be 
prepared to give to any adult inquirer spe- 
cific information as to opportunities for class 
work and correspondence study in any subject. 

There is no finality in this outline. Other 
library activities are educational and may 
eventually become a part of the picture, There 
is a need for new ideas and new experiments. 
But there is also a danger that libraries will 
lose the advantages of the new emphasis on 
certain aspects of library work if the new 
terminology is made to include everything, or 
if it is limited to the work done for one group 
of readers.

SALARY STATISTICS 


LARGE AND MEDIUM-SIZED PUBLIC LIBRARIES 





The American Library Association Commit- 
tee on Salaries, Insurance and Annuities pre- 
sents the following tables of (1) Salary Sta- 
tistics of Large Public Libraries and (2) Sal- 
ary Statistics of Medium-Sized Public Li- 
braries. This is the fourth year in which 
statistics of this kind have been published in 
the Bulletin, the last compilations having ap- 
peared in November 1924. 

The list of large public libraries is the same 
as in 1923, but medium-sized libraries have 
been increased from 32 to 34. There are no 
changes since last year in the salary schedules 


of nine of the large public libraries and of 
three of the medium-sized public libraries. 
The changes in minimums and maximums for 
positions under headings used are indicated by 
the following tables:

It is interesting to note that the number of 
increases in maximums (153 in both groups) 
exceeds the increases in minimums (104) by 
approximately 50 per cent which shows the 
same trend as last year. The total number of 
increases in both minimums and maximums 
are approximately the same in the two groups 
of libraries. As was stated regarding the last 
compilation, on the whole the tables indicate 
an encouraging though not a great improve- 
ment in library salaries. The number of in- 
creases far exceeds decreases. 


Salaries as shown are actual minimums and 
maximums now being paid and not merely 
schedules. It should be noted that in a num- 
ber of libraries on this list salary schedules 
have been adopted which provide for maxi- 
mum salaries above those shown here. Max- 
imums in these libraries have not as yet been 
reached but will be as increases are made ac- 
cording to schedules. All positions listed, 
with the exception of junior assistants, are 
presumably for employees with library train- 
ing or sufficient years of experience as an 
equivalent. In such a comparison of salaries 
necessarily there are certain inconsistencies 
due to varying requirements in different libra- 
ries. In the questionnaire sent to librarians 
an attempt was made so to define positions 
that comparisons might be approximately cor- 
rect. 


Librarians when making use of the salary 
Statistics given should carefully take 
note of the definitions of the following posi- 
tions, such definitions having been used in the 
questionnaire sent out: 


here 
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Children’s Librarians: Only those should 
be included as children’s librarians who have 
had special training or sufficient experience 
to qualify them for this classification. Usu- 
ally limited to those in charge of children’s 
rooms or of children’s work in extension de- 
partments. Head of children’s department 
should not be included here, but only under 
“Department Heads.” 


Under this head should be in- 
cluded only those fitted for and actually doing 
expert cataloging and not including typists or 
others doing clerical or routine work in the 
catalog department. 


Catalogers: 


Head of catalog depart- 
ment should not be included here, but only 
under “Department Heads.” 


Library Assistants: A minimum of six 
months training or such a number of years 
successful experience as actually would be 
equal to such training. This would not mean 
that all assistants without training but with 
a number of years experience should be in- 
cluded in this class,—only those holding posi- 
tions of equal standing and importance with 
those having had training. 


Junior Library Assistants: Sub-professional. 
The incumbents of this grade perform under 
supervision prescribed details of simple routine 
Many have had brief ele- 
mentary training or have qualified through 
satisfactory substitute or other experience for 
this class. No assistants without high school 
preparation should be included.

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FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE AMERICAN 
LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


A YEAR OF LIBRARY ACHIEVE- 
MENT 

The Fiftieth Anniversary conference 
next October will be the greatest in the 
history of the Association. But the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary is not merely nor 
primarily a festive celebration for the 
fortunate minority of librarians and 
trustees who can get to Atlantic City 
and Philadelphia. Its greatest signifi- 
cance will be measured by the de- 
gree to which 1926 can be made in every 
community a year of library achieve- 
ment. It will strengthen the tie between 
the library and its patrons. It will make 
people everywhere appreciate the con- 
tribution of their own library to the life 
of the community and to fifty years of 
library progress. 

The A.L.A. plans to do its part in 
making 1926 a year of unusual library 
achievement. A program for your li- 
brary might take shape around some one, 
or a number of objectives such as: 


1, An exhibit during the year which 
will illustrate your own library’s 
development and library progress 
generally. 


2. An article on the history of your 


library for publication in 
papers.

3. More library publicity of every 
sort. 


4. Increased support for the library. 


5. A campaign for more 
patrons. 


6. A larger circulation of better books. 

7. More emphasis on library work 
with children. 

8. More emphasis on development of 
reading habits. 

9. Special efforts to reach boys and 
girls out of school. 

10. Extension and improvement of 
your adult education service.

11. County or other rural library ex- 
tension. 


To assist the individual library the 

A.L.A. proposes: 

1. To issue a small bulletin about once 
a month so that libraries and libra- 
rians can keep in close touch with 
A.L.A. news and Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary plans. 

2. To print posters and placards which 
can be used by libraries as a part of 
the local anniversary exhibit, 

3. To prepare a moving picture film for 
use by libraries. 

4. To back up the local library program 
by obtaining general magazine, news- 
paper and radio publicity which will 
draw public attention and interest to 
the library and make local efforts 
more effective. 
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An exhibit in your library will give 
you a chance to tell your patrons, with 
pictures and placards, the story of the 
library’s progress; to show them the 
service their State Library or State 
Library Commission stands ready to 
give them ; to show how the work of the 
American Library Association relates it- 
self to library service in your commu- 
nity (the “Reading with a Purpose” 
courses are a concrete example); to 
make your patrons realize what other 
libraries are doing and what your library 
should be enabled to do for the mental 
development and happiness of your com- 
munity. The A.L.A. posters and plac- 
ards will tell the story of the A.L.A. 
and the library movement. Library 
commissions or other state agencies will 
be urged to prepare posters which will 
show how the state aids in library 
service. 


GENERAL LIBRARY PUBLICITY 
The effort to make the people of the 
United States and Canada conscious of 
the actual and potential service of libra- 
ries and of the accomplishments of li- 
braries during the past fifty years can 
be aided materially by general publicity. 
It is hoped and expected that scores of 
librarians and a few special contributors 
to magazines can be persuaded to write 
articles which the magazines with wide 
circulation will publish. There should 
be articles on the history of the A.L.A., 
the development of libraries, the growth 
of library work with children, hospital 
libraries, institution libraries, business 
libraries, technical departments in libra- 
ries, education and librarianship, adult 
education through the library, county li- 
braries, traveling libraries, state wide 
library extension, library work with 
schools, branch library service, co-opera- 


tive bibliographic undertakings, relation 
of the American library movement to 
the library movement throughout the 
world, and numerous other aspects of 
library service. 


For magazines with regional or state 
circulation there can be articles such as 
“New England’s Contribution to the 
Library Movement,” “County Libraries 
in California” and “Ontario’s Part in 
the American Library Movement.” 


A few newspapers are giving generous 
space to articles of general interest on 
library affairs. Hundreds of newspapers 
give their space liberally for more local- 
ized news items. Special attention de- 
voted to newspaper publicity will yield 
large returns. There will be more library 
news in 1926 because libraries will be 
doing more interesting things than ever 
before. For the individual library there 
will be special suggestions from the 
A.L.A. and perhaps special articles 
which can be given a local application 
and released locally. 


EXHIBITION AT THE SESQUI-CEN- 
TENNIAL IN PHILADELPHIA 
The Declaration of Independence was 

signed in Philadelphia in 1776. The 

American Library Association was 

founded in Philadelphia during the 

celebration of the Centennial in 1876. It 
is announced that the one hundred and 
fiftieth Anniversary of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence will be 
celebrated by an exposition in Phila- 

delphia from June to December, 1926. 

The exposition will be of more limited 

proportions than at first planned and the 

amount of money for the proposed 

A. L. A. exhibit there has been propor- 

tionately reduced from our original 

estimate. The exposition will empha- 
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size especially educational and scientific 
achievement throughout the world. 

Libraries should be represented. The 
people who visit the exposition should 
be made to realize that libraries are an 
educational force throughout the country 
and that no educational program is com- 
plete unless it includes provision for 
library service. 


Our tentative plan is to take over con- 


siderable floor space, one-half of it to 
be used for the display of the ten thou- 
sand volumes included in the A. L. A. 
Catalog, 1926, which we hope will be 
given or lent for this occasion; the 
other half of the space to be sub- 
divided and to be devoted to sev- 
eral aspects of library work, as for 
example library work with children, 
adult education through the library, the 
work of the circulation department, hos- 
pital libraries, library buildings, technical 
departments in libraries, traveling li- 
braries, American Library Association, 
etc., etc. Each exhibit will be made 
with the advice of specialists in the field 
covered. The object will be, through 
the exhibit, to tell a visitor from Aus- 
tralia, or Quebec, or California what 
children’s library work, for example, is 
and how a children’s department in the 
library works. 


The room housing the A. L. A. Cata- 
log will be fitted out as an attractive 
reading room. A librarian of wide ex- 
perience will be put in charge during the 
entire period of the exposition and will 
be on hand to answer questions about 
the exhibits or about library work in 
general. There will probably be some 
sort of printing device actually in opera- 
tion most of the time, turning out read- 
ing lists and little circulars for distribu- 
tion.

If the amount of space which is alloted 
to the A. L. A. necessitates further re- 
duction in the size of the library ex- 
hibit as planned, the money saved by 
such reduction will be used to provide 
traveling exhibits or to supplement the 
local exhibits which are expected to be 
held in libraries all over the country. 


PUBLICATIONS 

A. L. A. Catalog 1926. A new cata- 
log of 10,000 volumes for library use 
is now in preparation. This is a new 
edition of the A. L. A. Catalog, 1904, 
completely revised and brought up to 
date. 

Library Survey. It is anticipated that 
two volumes of the report of the Library 
Survey Committee will be ready before 
October 1926. According to present 
plans they will cover the broad aspects 
of library administration and library 
service in public, college and university 
libraries. 

The Library and Adult Education. 
The report of the Commission on the 
Library and Adult Education will be 
published before October 1926. It will 
make specific recommendations concern- 
ing the method of conducting adult edu- 
cation service in libraries of all types 
and will include discussion of the whole 
problem of the library and adult edu- 
cation. 

Library Extension. An A. L. A. com- 
mittee with an executive assistant will 
assemble during 1926 the important 
facts about the status of the library 
movement throughout the United States 
and Canada. It will also consider and 
report on the various suggestions which 
have been or may be made as to ways 
and means of promoting a more rapid 
development of libraries in communities 
now without them. Its report will not 
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be monumental in size but is likely to be 
of great importance, not only in show- 
ing what has been accomplished but in 
pointing the way for further develop- 
ment. 


THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
CONFERENCE 

The conference of 1926 will be held 
in Atlantic City and Philadelphia, 
October 4 to 9. The day of the birth 
of the A. L. A., October 6, will be cele- 
brated by a special meeting and a re- 
ception in Philadelphia. The reception 
will be held in the Library of the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania. It 
is the same Society, but not the same 
building, which served as host to the 
A. L.A. in 1876. 


Governments, associations of librar- 
ians and bibliographers, individual li- 
brarians and others interested are ex- 
pected to join in the Anniversary Con- 
ference. A few foreign governments 
have already indicated their intention of 
sending representatives. Several indi- 
vidual librarians in other countries are 


planning to attend the meeting. 


Two general sessions will be devoted 
to topics of international importance. 
Besides the five general sessions there 
will be some forty or fifty group meet- 
ings covering a wide range of library 
international 


interests. Speakers of 


reputation will be on the program. 


Headquarters for the conference will 
be at the Ambassador Hotel, Atlantic 
City. Hotel Chelsea and Ritz-Carlton 
at Atlantic City will also be available for 
the delegates. 


Special trains will carry the visitors 


the short journey from Atlantic City to 
Philadelphia for the meeting and recep- 
tion on October 6 and for visits to the 
Exposition and points of historical in- 
terest on October 9. 


The 1926 conference will undoubtedly 
be attended by more people than have 
ever before attended a library confer- 
ence. 


LIBRARY MOVING PICTURE 


Tentative plans for the Fiftieth Anni- 
versary celebration include the prepara- 
tion of a film showing present-day li- 
brary activities. A special committee is 
giving consideration to the problem. If 
such a film can be produced, as seems 
probable from investigation already 
made, it will serve a useful place in many 
libraries. 


It is thought that librarians will find 
many occasions on which to use a library 
film—for their exhibits during 1926, also 
in connection with library talks at all 
sorts of meetings and for occasional 
showing at the library. In the smaller 
places at least it could probably be shown 
in some of the moving picture houses 
by special arrangement. In almost any 
community it could be used to advantage 
in schools, in churches and at women’s 
club and chamber of commerce meet- 
ings. Copies of the film could be either 
rented or purchased. 


RAISING THE NECESSARY MONEY 

To do those things described in the 
previous pages will require from 
$30,000 to $35,000, according to the 
estimates of the Anniversary Committee 
Chairman and the Sub-Committee of the 
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executive Board. The budget is made 
up as follows:

Estimated amount for anniver- 
sary publications presented to 
subscribers of $25.00 or more 5,000 


The first charge against this fund as 
a whole after the campaign expenses, 
will be the salary of an executive assis- 
tant on matters pertaining to the Fiftieth 
Anniversary celebration. Under the 
general supervision of the Executive 
Board and Secretary this assistant will 
plan for the issuing of posters, placards 
and suggestions for local library exhibits 
and publicity, assemble and arrange for 
the publication of general publicity ma- 
terial; and assist the commitees in the 
preparation and installation of the ex- 
hibit at Philadelphia, the production of 
the library film, etc. 

To make the Philadelphia exhibit ef- 
fective, a considerable portion of the 
money assigned to item no. 3 in the 
budget will be used in employing an ex- 
perienced librarian as director of the ex- 
hibit during the period of the Sesqui- 
Centennial celebration. 

There will also be an allotment of 
funds for printing, postage and travel. 

The work covered by items 1 to 4 in 
the budget are described on pages 4, 5, 
7,8. Item 5 (Unusual conference ex- 
penses) is to cover the expenses of spe- 
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cial speakers, perhaps some hospitality 
to official delegates from other countries, 
etc. 


Several weeks ago Mr. Roden, chair- 
man of the Fiftieth Anniversary Com- 
mittee, when it became apparent that 
funds were not to be available from any 
foundation, sent a letter to a few librar- 
ians, asking what the attitude would be 
if a campaign were made among librar- 
ies. The Public Library Board in one 
city promptly appropriated $250 for the 
fund. One librarian replied: “I am 
glad to advise you that I think .... we 
will be in a position to contribute the 
one thousand dollars which you solicit 
from this city.” 


Another wrote: “Your letter with 
regard to the raising of money for the 
A. L. A. celebration was read both at 
our last meeting of department heads 
and at our Board meeting yesterday. 
Everyone agrees that I shall be perfectly 
safe in assuring you that this city will 
raise the one thousand dollars that has 
been assigned to us as our share of the 
expenses. We will settle on ways and 
means later but you need have no fear 
of the result. We understand of course 
that other cities will also agree to raise 
their quotas.” 


The librarian of another large library 
reported to Mr. Roden his willingness to 
assume responsibility for one thousand 
dollar;. A smaller library has not only 
promised the quota suggested but has 
already raised a fair portion of its fund. 


Two personal subscriptions of one 
hundred dollars each have been received 
from librarians. One cash contribution 
of twenty-five dollars came a few days 
ago. 


All of these results have come from 
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very limited preliminary discussion, be- 
fore actual solicitation was begun. 

On the basis of these replies to Mr. 
Roden’s letter and with the feeling that 
the Association cannot let this occasion 
pass without a due observance, the Exe- 
cutive Board voted to make this appeal 
to you. 


WHERE THE MONEY SHOULD 
COME FROM 

1. The Library. Every library has 
had a part in the library movement 
which this occasion celebrates ; every li- 
brary can benefit from the local celebra- 
tion, the general and local publicity, the 
exhibit at Philadelphia, the library film 
and the Fiftieth Anniversary conference. 
Surely $30,000 or $35,000 expended for 
the Fiftieth Anniversary in the ways 
described in this Bulletin will extend in 
a marked way the usefulness of libraries 
in the United States and Canada and 
should bring increased appropriations to 
many libraries. Every library which 
makes a contribution of $25.00 or more 
from library funds will receive certain 
anniversary publications as well as the 
placards and posters for local use. 


2. Trustees and Friends of Libraries. 
It is not suggested that there be a gen- 
eral solicitation of funds from the public 
but trustees, former trustees and other 
friends of libraries will undoubtedly 
wish their community and their library 
to have a creditable part in the Fiftieth 
Anniversary and will wish to contribute. 
It is suggested that one member of the 
Board be asked to be responsible for 
presenting this matter to other members 
either individually or collectively. 

3. Librarians. In addition to both of 
the above sources the Executive Board 
believes that library workers will wish 


to contribute personally to this fund, 
President Belden suggests that for indi- 
vidual contributions a library worker 
might give an amount equal at least to 
one day’s salary. However, this is a 
matter for each individual to decide. 
Gifts in any amount will be appreciated. 
Contributions from librarians should 
be made as a unit from one library or 
from a group of libraries working to- 
gether through a library club or special 
committee. A special committee ap- 
pointed from the staff or from the club 
is suggested as one of the most effective 
ways of securing funds. Such a com- 
mittee should present the matter to all 
A. L. A. members and other librarians. 
This committee should also solicit funds 
from libraries, library trustees, and other 
friends of libraries, if such solicitation 
has not been otherwise provided for. 


The important thing is that every li- 
brarian should understand fully the sig- 
nificance of the Fiftieth Anniversary 
and the possibility it holds of strengthen- 
ing the profession in public esteem. 

Every library or institution appro- 
priating $25.00 or more from library or 
institution funds and every individual 
contributing $25.00 or more is entitled to 
receive one set of the A. L. A. Fiftieth 
Anniversary publications in a_ special 
Anniversary edition. It is believed that 
the larger libraries will pay more; that 
only the very small library will pay 
$25.00; that the medium sized library 
will pay $50.00 to $200.00, according to 
its ability; and that the very large 
library will pay $250.00 to $1,000.00. 
The Fiftieth Anniversary publications 
will consist of the A. L. A. Catalog, 
1926; two volumes of The Survey, the 
Report of the Commission on the Li- 
brary and Adult Education; the Report 
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of the Committee on Library Extension. 

It is to be understood that this appeal 
for subscriptions is in no sense an as- 
sessment against libraries, librarians or 
others. All contributions should come 
on a voluntary basis.

HE American Library Association held its first 

meeting in the rooms of the Philadelphia His- 
torical Society, where we were gathered together 
again so pleasantly last evening. There were present 
104 members, of whom 13 were women. These repre- 
sented 16 states and the District of Columbia. The 
number of libraries represented was almost 100, and 


included school and college, proprietary, endowed, and 
public libraries. 


The Assoctation was welcomed at its first session by 
John William Wallace, president of the Society, in an 
address in which, after cordially greeting them and 
referring to the circumstances that attended the meet- 
ing, he outlined with remarkable prescience those 
problems which librarians, both individually and in 


our Association, have since been striving to solve. 


The papers read were upon such practical subjects 
as cataloging, indexing, bibliography, book sizes, copy- 
right, the qualifications of the librarian and his rela- 
tions to readers, and the still broader subject of the 
status of the library in the community. Before adjourn- 
ing the Association effected a permanent organization, 
elected officers and appointed a committee on finance 
and one on co-operation, and in naming this last com- 
mittee 1t indicated the means of progress and sounded 
the keynote of success—From Address of the Presi- 
dent, William Howard Brett, at A. L. A. Conference 
in Philadelphia in 1897.
